VERY LARGE PLANT 

Experts Explain Plant Oper- 
ation to McGill Men 



Saturday afternoon about thirty 
membem of the Mechanical Cluli visl- 
tcil the St. Ln wren co Sugar llofln- 
urics Limited. Thé party iras do- 
ylded Into throe promis which wcru 
conducted through the plant by Mr. 
C. 1'. Hardorf, the Superintendent

the Assistant to the Works M ana per. 

The Raw Cane Sugar in baps is 
unloaded into trucks, from the vessel 
that has brought it from the Went 
Indies, at the r»efinorics. own pier, 
and each load is weighed as it Is 
taken into the receiving shed. There 
is a railway siding for the raw sugar 
that has been landed at New Vorit. 
St. .loha or Halifax and forwarded 
by rail. 

The baps of sugar, weighing from 
•.'•.'5 to "30 lbs. each, arc emptied over 
a hopper at the bottom of which is 
a crusher for breaking up the lumps 
in the mass. The empty liags are 
soaked in three successive vats of 
boiling water to desolve all the sugar, 
passed through a drying apparatus, 
and shipped back to the sugar plan- 
tations. 

A bucket conveyor takes the sugar 
up to the sixth story and dumps it 
into « hopper, from which it is fed 
by screw conveyors into machines 
thai mix the raw sugar with what is 
practically molasses. This mixture 
flows by gravity into quickly revolv- 
ing centrifupaJ machines which drain 
off the moisture. The supar, which 
has now chanced from a dark brown 
colour to a light yellow. The mo- 
lasses is pumped back to be mixed 
with the next batch of raw sugar, 
while the sugar is mixed with water 
and run into blow ups or treating 
tanks. Here lime is added, to destroy 
a yeast-like bacterium that sours the 
sugar. A small quantity of what 
used to be called Fuller's Earth Is 
also added, for the purpone that will 
be shown later. This substance con- 
sists of the porous shells of micro- 
scopic sea animals and Is found ;ilong 
the coo-st of California an'«l In other 
localities. 

I'Vom Ihe treating tank Ihe liquor 
is forced through Swcctmun presses, 
which consist of 1- "leaves" of cloth 
stretched on hoops; The minute 
particles of ihe Kullor's Karl h :ire 
held back by the cloth and form a 
filtering medium which removes I In- 
time, and also the dust or other Im- 
purities, froin the I In nor. The fillers 
are opened after about an hour and 
a. half and the "mud" is wnrloe" on

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ARE WE THE LANGUID GENERATION

From a recent number of The Nation conies n warning to tbe 
students of America. The very Caption of the article strikes the 
note of criticism, for it reads "The Languid Generation." That is 
a phrase which is absolutely damning, and if it is true, even as broad 
generalization, then we, as a body, are condemned. And the pub- 
lication in question prints such a strong case that, although we may 
not care to accept in the totality, we must stop and consider, pon- 
der deeply. 

In the- opening paragraph a meeting of the editors and mana- 
gers of the undergraduate newspapers of a number of Eastern wo- 
men's colleges is described. Those gathered together were faced 
with a number of baffling and intricate problems, which finally 
condense themselves into one main issue, namely: "The students 
in the colleges were not interested in anything." The Editors were 
dismayed, almost disgusted. Their readers showed a shadowy in- 
terest in n number of passing fads, a few books, the theatre. And, 
according to the Nation, the editors "looked in vain for some 
breath of hot feeling, some prejudice, some clash of ideas. And 
all they found was a languid tolerance for any idea. Modern stu- 
dents it appeared, can not be shocked or won; they are pleasantly 
aloof from the bitter interests that tear the world. They read, 
'but books arc books to them, adjuncts to a serene academic pro- 
gress — not chronicles of a living reality. The world is a little misty 
« to them, a little remote, as if they were souls in some Materlinck- 
,ian heaven waiting to be born." 

' Stop and think — think. Is that what we are — souls in some 

Materlinckian heaven? Are we different, slightly bored, some- 
what blase (a horrible insult that), neither hot nor cold? Do we 

» not care aboutit he world out there? Do we look on with a slightly 
cynical eye? Have we no intelligent emotions, no sympathetic 
thoughts? 

_ Stop and think — think. The answer? The Nation is partly 
wrong, partly right. Many of us are languid, too much so. Too 
often our interests are merelj' superficial, and too often there are 
no sound foundations upon which we can base our ideas and ideals. 
How often do we allow ourselves to lose our personalities; by,^c- 
cepting the opinions of others and letting our own slide", quietly 
away, without even trying to hold on to them! We are not all in- 
different, but wc arc certainly not all intelligently and truly alive. 
Languidness is very near to stagnation and both stagnatipn and 
retrogression mean death. The writer of "The Languid Gener- 
ation ' has shot a keen bolt and it has undoubtedly caused wounds. 
The only cure is a combination of action, intelligence, sympathy, 
keen appreciation and insight. Let us jar ourselves out of our- 
selves.get away from smug self-contentment. Let us be actors in 
the drama of life and not mere lookers-on who smirk with cyni- 
cism at the successes and failures of others. Do these things and 
do them quickly. We are being branded but if we are awake and 
act now wc shall be known as "the active generation" and that 
.fiercely critical bit of phraseology used by The Nation will fade 
away and sink forever into the limbo of the dead and long for- 
gotten past.

(similar to the one used for the mix- 
ing the raw sugar and molasses) 
which stirs it throughly and delivers 
it to a drying machine. From the 
drying machine the finished granu- 
lated sugar flows by gravity through 
various pipes to the different section» 
cf the packing department where It 
is weighed and put into paper bags, 
cloth bags, or barrels. A small pro- 
portion of the white sugar is made 
into lump sugar, being dampened, 
molted, baked dry in a steam-heat - 
) ed chamber, and packed into car- 
tons. There arc two varieties of 
lump sugar, the one of soft lump 
molded to shap? before being baked 
dry: and the -urner .a hard lump 
pressed into bar-shape molds, baked 
hard, and then broken into lumps. 

When,' running to capacity tilu plant 
can turn out a million and a half 
pounds of sugar per day, 10 per cent 
of which usually is brown or yellow 
sugar, which is made from unflltered 
or partially filtered liquor. This 
sugar has a peculiar mellow flavour, 
but it is of a fine-grain, soggy, na- 
ture instead of having hard, crisp, 
crystals: consequently it has to he 
shovelled into hoppers situated direc- 
tly above the packing machines as 
it will not flow by gravity. 

The vats and pipes are all lined 
with copper, as the hot sugar quickly 
attacks Iron. The steam for running 
the feed pumps, vacuum pumps, flyn.%- 
rapes and conveyor machinery and 
also for "cooking'" the liquor, is goji- 
eratbd in oil-fired boilers. The com- 
pany generates it's own electricity, 
with the exception of the current 
used to run the centrifugal pumps 
In the water supply pumping station. 
The company also maintains it's own 
repair shops, coopering shops, ' and 
general stores department, as well 
as a chemical testing und rcnoarelr 
laboratory. '
